A high school in the West Bank 
town of Nablus was closed on the 
orders of the miKtaiy governor 
after pupils demonstrated yester¬ 
day and threw rocks at military 
vehicles that drove past the school, 
they said. 

Two Jews suffered gunshot wo¬ 
unds from unidentified snipers in 
Tel Aviv and Jerusalem yester¬ 
day. 

In another development, the 
newspaper A1 Hamishmar, organ 
of the United Workers’ Party (Ma- 
pam) — part of the Labour-domi¬ 
nated coalition — today called on 
the government to ban an “Eas¬ 
ter march” through the Israeli- 
occupied territories by a militant 
Jewish groupi 

Defence Minister Shimon Peres 
told the cabinet yesterday that he 
had given permission for the ma¬ 
tch on condition that it avoided 
all Arab settlements on the West 
Bank. 

According to A! Hamishmar, 
the march, by the right-wing Gush 
Emunim movement, was a “poli¬ 
tical manaetxvre-'Which the govern¬ 
ment must prevent before it is too 
late.” 

It said the march by thousands 
of Jews through the'West Bank, 
culminating in a mass meeting at 
Jericho, was a “provocation.”

BEIRUT, April 5 (Agencies). — 
Lebanese politicians haggled today 
as the precious hours of a 10-day 
truce slipped by and a frightened 
populace looked in vain for signs 
of progress towards a settlement. 

The key leftwing leader, Mr. 
Kainfll Junblatt, who on Friday 
proclaimed the 10-day military 
“freeze” by his forces is their 
fight with rightwing factions, was 
engaged in angry polemics with 
Syria, who has sought to mediate 
between the factions. 

Mr. Junblatt was quoted by Le¬ 
banese newspapers as saying Sy¬ 
rian troops had entered Lebanon 
illegally, disguised as men of the 
Saiqa Palestinian commando 
group. . 

Debate among the politicians also 
went on for the second day on a 
procedural issue — how to arran¬ 
ge a meeting of the Lebanese Par¬ 
liament to fulfil one of Mr. Jun- 
blatt’s chief truce conditions, that 
it elect a new president. 

The session of the parliament 
scheduled for Monday to work out 
a political solution to the civil 
conflict was postponed indefinit¬ 
ely after members disagreed about 
where and when to meet. 

Officials met yesterday to de¬ 
cide on a time and place for the 
meeting since the parliament bui¬ 
lding is perilously close to the 
front lines of the warring mili¬ 
tias and Lebanese security forces 
could not guarantee effective po¬ 
uting of •the irea tfcspiie the h>’ 
day truce. But the talks were fr¬ 
uitless. 

The rightwing Phalangist radio 
said there was little fighting to¬ 
day, but sniping and kidnapping 
continued and there was mortar 
fire between Mr. Junblatt’s moun¬ 
tain stronghold of Aley and the 
neighbouring pro-Franjieh village 
of Kahhale. 

Mr. Junblatt asked in the press 
today why the Syrian troops, who 
he said were around Sidon and 
Tripoli, had not moved in, too, 
round Jounieh, the harbour in the 
Maronite Christian heartlands nor* 
theast of Beirut. 

Mr. Junblatt, whose leftists wo¬ 
uld appear to have more ideologi¬ 


cally in common with Syria than 
has the conservative Maronite-do- 
minated right, asked whether Sy¬ 
ria was not trying to blockade his 
“national forces.” 

Saiqa had no immediate com¬ 
ment on Mr. Junblatt’s remarks, 
but said its troops were stationed 
around a strategic tel refinery near 
Sidon to protect it from Israeli 
attack. 

The Israeli army launched a 
brief search patrol into southern 
Lebanon today, according to resi¬ 
dents of Sidon. 

They said that about 20 Israeli 
soldiers, presumably searching for 
Palestinian guerrillas, crossed into 
an area between Houla and Meis 
Al-Jabal in the Marjeyoun district, 
but left after half an hour. 

The incursion was followed by se¬ 
veral rounds of mortar fire, which 
caused no casualties but damaged 
some property, the residents said. 

In contrast with Mr. Junblatt, 
one of the main rightist leaders, 
Phalangist Party chief Pierre Ge- 
mayel, today praised Syria for ha¬ 
ving extended a helping hand to 
troubled Lebanon.

According to informed sources 
here, he will also be seeking par¬ 
ticipation by Italian firms in pr¬ 
ojects financed by the new “Arab 
fund” set up by Saudi Arabia and 
other oil-producing nations.

Callaghan takes over as British premier 


LONDON, April 5 (R). — James 
Callaghan took over as Britain’s 
new Prime Minister tonight after 
a clear-cut victory in the ruling 
Labour Party leadership election, 
with a promise to renew the fight 
against the country’s inflation pro¬ 
blem. 

The 64-year-old, highly . expe¬ 
rienced politician of the centre 
was called to Buckingham Palace 
by Queen Elizabeth and formally 
established as Britain’s 50th Pri¬ 
me Minister. 

% A few hours earlier, in the last 
of three ballots' among Labour 
Members of Parliament., he had de¬ 
feated the only remaining conten¬ 
der, fiery Ieftwing orator Michael 
Foot, the 62-year-old Employment 
Secretary who had presented a 
strong challenge in the earlier sta¬ 
ges. Mr. Callaghan had 176 votes 
to 137 for Mr. Foot 

Mr. Callaghan called on Labou¬ 
rites to unite, to forget squabbles 
between leftists and centrists, and 
said ; “We must pursue with re¬ 
newed determination the task of 
overcoming inflation.” 

Mr. Callaghan immediately call¬ 
ed on Chancellor of the Exche¬ 
quer Denis Healey, who is to deli¬ 
ver a crucial budget tomorrow, to 
carry on in his post — where he 
has attracted some bitterness 
from the left recently with his 
public spending cuts. The new 
Premier gave Mr. Healey a man¬ 
date to fight inflation “even more 
vigorously.” 

Meanwhile, Mr. Foot, who has 
boosted the party’s left by his im¬ 
pressive showing, pledged support 
for Mr. Callaghan. Other state¬ 
ments of support came in from 
leading trade unionists, whose co¬ 


operation is essential if British 
workers are to restrain wages in 
the fight against inflation. 

Mr. Callaghan will broadly fol¬ 
low the same foreign policy on all 
major issues, including the Middle 
East, as his predecessor Harold 
Wilson, British officials said to¬ 
day. 

As Foreign and Commonwealth 
Secretary, Mr. Callaghan has been 
mainly responsible for shaping 
and carrying out the Labour Go¬ 
vernment’s foreign policy since 
taking office in March 1974. 

Mr. Callaghan believes that the 
United States' contribution towa¬

ecclesiastical clothing. While the moment calls for far-sighted, 
good-hearted efforts to pull Lebanon out of its hell and give 
the people of the country a chance to rebuild their lives, the 
old men of the country are proving that they are interested 
primarily in building a Lebanon on the same old foundation 
stones of feudal interests, private militias and the law of the 
jungle. When a handful of traditional political leaders in Le¬ 
banon cannot agree on where to hold a meeting of the nation’s 
parliament because nobody in the country is able to guarantee 
that the meeting will not end in a blast of smoke, one has 
the feeling that on top of everything else in the country there 
is a distinct and sorry lack of concern for the public welfare 
on the part of a handful of traditional leaders who, it is now 
obvious, have never really understood what the concept of the 
public welfare really means. 

It is within this context — when even the parliament 
cannot meet — that one must consider the disparate public 
statements here and there about the advisability of intervention 
by the Syrian army or a multi-national Arab force or any other 
hypothetical intervention that would provide the structures 
of security now so sorely lacking in Lebanon. If anybody does 
step in, what would happen then ? 

If security comes to be imposed by some outside military 
force, that is no guarantee that the old men of the country 
will be any more willing or ready to shed their atavistic ins¬ 
tincts and really try to give their country a chance to breathe 
freely again. To the contrary, an imposed dose of public secu¬ 
rity would probably do nothing more in the short run than give 
the traditional, historic Lebanese leaders another opportunity 
to go on bargaining and stalling and sidetracking, and prove 
yet again their insatiable need to “consult” instead of cons¬ 
truct. 

What Lebanon needs now is not so much an external 
show of force, but an internal show of wisdom, common sense, 
and, if it is there somewhere under the smoke and the fire

Israel! attack on 
Liberty deliberate 

WASHINGTON, Apr. 5 (AFP). 

— The June 1967 Israeli at¬ 
tack on the United States 
communications ship Liberty 
was deliberate according to an 
article published here today in 
Penthouse magazine. 

The attack took place early 
in the six day war in inter¬ 
national waters off the north¬ 
ern coast of Sinai, and cost 
the lives of 34 American sear 
men and wounded 164 others. 

At the time, tbe Israeli go¬ 
vernment said that the attack 
had been a mistake and that 
the vessel had been taken for 
an Egyptian warship. 

But according to the arti¬ 
cle, written by British journal¬ 
ist Anthony Pearson, who gi¬ 
ves no sources, the attack was 
ordered by Israeli military au¬ 
thorities because the liberty 
had intercepted radio messa¬ 
ges between Egypt and Jor¬ 
dan which had later been al¬ 
tered and retransmitted by 
Israel. 

Israel later paid $6B mil¬ 
lion to the victims of the air 
tack, but Mr. Pearson said 
that it had still not paid the 
$7 million that the UJ3. claim- 
ed for damage to the ship. 

Mr. Pearson is not the first 
person to suggest that the at¬ 
tack was intentional as two 
weeks after the incident, 
Newsweek reported that seve¬ 
ral high. American officials 
had said that the attack had 
been mounted for strategic 
reasons.

A “manpower” seminar on the role of wo¬ 
men in economic development is currently 
being held under the chairmanship of H.R.H. 
Prince Hassan. The aim of that seminar is 
to discuss the role of women in the context 
of the future economic environment, and to 
find out the ways and means to enhance that 
participation in the most optimal manner. 

There is no doubt that increasing women's 
participation in economic activity is an ex¬ 
plosive issue, because it coincides with sen¬ 
sitive beliefs and traditions. Many people 
still believe that a division of labour accord¬ 
ing to sex is the natural state of affairs: 
men for income-earning pursuits, and wo¬ 
men for house jobs. It is that attitude which 
must be changed or moderated before a 
larger number of women begin to offer their 
services in the market. 

Yet the economic need for the labour of 
women cannot wait until traditions are ap¬ 
propriately changed. Jordan is In need of 
labour in order to meet its current and future 
development requirements. Therefore, social 
attitudes must be influenced by large doses 
of complementary measures which can pro¬ 
duce a faster change. . 

The most notable measures are the elimi¬ 
nation of certain institutional and legal bar¬ 
riers. For instance, the tax rate on a working 
couple is much higher than the rate on a 
working spouce. Therefore, the tax structure 
must be amended so as to enhance the income 
motive for work. 

Moreover, there are certain supplement¬ 
ary services which are badly needed in order 
to release more hours of work from house 
duties. Kinder gardens and nurseries are in 
short supply, and the quality of some is way 
below standard. Certains actions must be ta¬ 
ken in order to ameliorate this situation by 
the responsible authorities.

What has having the boys done 
to her marriage? “I would lie if 
I told -you it made it easy,” she 
said. “It pressed the marriage to 
its fullest extreme. It also made 
my husband grateful to me, almost 
out of proporation to the product. 
But we have done so much toge¬ 
ther, we have built a home toge- 
ter; and now we have a home 
that is so much more than we 
had before. The sum of the -parts 
made a greater whole!” 

Miss Niska apologized for talk¬ 
ing so much about the boys and 
the changes on her family since 
they arrived. She said she would 
have liked to have gone into the 
answer to the question she is so 
often asked by young people, 
“How do you go about building 
a career?” 

But the interview, she decided, 
“proves that singer do have other 
interests and demands on their li¬ 
ves and that what a ringer is able 
to do with a career — and a pri¬ 
vate life — is important” 


(CSM). — Everywhere we went 
in Asia it was readily apparent 
that the role of women is being 
strikingly enhanced. This is one 
of the great strengths of the jiew 
Asia. 

In the Philippines, the First 
Lady, Mrs. Imelda Marcos, plays 
a sensational role. It is too mu¬ 
ch to say that she is running the 
place, but she is a very powerful 
undisguised influence. She holds 
the office of Mayor of Manila, 
and works at it as well as a gre¬ 
at many other functions for the 
Republic. 

Her word, often expressed, is 
taken very seriously. She gets 
things done. Her partnership with 
her husband, is in the classic tra¬ 
dition of great consorts of his¬ 
tory: beauty, intelligence, ener¬ 
gy, initiative, power. Naturally it 
encourages other women of the 
Philippines to take a strongef ro¬ 
le in public affairs. 

At the other side of Asia, in 
Pakistan, the traditional restra¬ 
ints of Islam are being challeng¬ 
ed and adapted by active women. 

The first lady there. Begum 
(Mrs.) Bhutto, took a prominent 
part in the world conference of 
International Women’s Year at 
Mexico City. She now is support¬ 
ing various women’s organiza¬ 
tions in Pakistan which are open¬ 
ing new doors for women. 

One of her predecessors as 
first lady. Begum Liaquat Ali Kh¬ 
an, widow of the first prime mini¬ 
ster of Pakistan, recently ended 
her term as governor of Sind, an 


important Pakistan state. She al¬ 
so is the dominant force in the 
All-Pakistan Women’s Associati¬ 
on, which channels the women 
of the nation into a wide range 
of public concerns. 

We talked with both these dis¬ 
tinguished Pakistani women, as 
well as with other women who 
are at various stages of prog¬ 
ress. 

Plural marriage under Muslim 
law still is considerably observ¬ 
ed. Most marriages still axe arr¬ 
anged by parents, with the fath¬ 
er taking the directive role. Th¬ 
ere are exceptions, of course. 
But marriage Is a rigid institu¬ 
tion in Pakistan, and perhaps 
partly for this reason women 
move eagerly toward education 
and social service whenever th¬ 
ey can. 

The general quality of profes¬ 
sional women we met in all the 
countries we visited—Philippin¬ 
es, Indonesia, Singapore, Malay¬ 
sia, Thailand, Pakistan—was ve¬ 
ry impressive. 

Girls are getting better educa¬ 
tions. In several countries they 
outnumber the boys in higher ed¬ 
ucational institutions, and are 
said to be much more serious in 
their work. (So what else is 
new?) With this steady input of 
education and professional train¬ 
ing, there can be no question of 
the future of women in Asia. 

The price paid for stability in 
these East Asian countries Is fa¬ 
irly high- Strong-arm government 
imposes severe disciplines. Th¬ 


ere are political prisoners, depri¬ 
vation of free speech and press. 

But there also is pretty good 
control of crime and reasonable 
civil order. There is also self-dis- 
cipHne, and awareness that popu¬ 
lation growth, still very high, 
forecasts severe strain in the fu¬ 
ture. 

Thus birth control program¬ 
mes are active, supported in part 
by the women’s organizations, 
but basically in widening recogni¬ 
tion of the race between mouths 
to feed and the production of 
food. 

Certainly the political stabili¬ 
ty has permitted great economic 
growth. There are ups and dow¬ 
ns, and the recent recession hit 
many countries hard. But compa¬ 
rison with any previous period in 
modern history shows these Asi¬ 
an nations with far higher stand¬ 
ards of living and opportunity 
than ever before. 

People are working very hard, 
especially—as in Singapore—wh¬ 
ere there are many Chinese. And 
in nearby Malaysia, the struggle 
for equitable coexistence betwe¬ 
en the ethnic Chinese and the Ma¬ 
lays is severe and unresolved. 

Thailand is the least stable of 
the countries we visited, the most 
exposed to pressures from adja¬ 
cent Indochina, troubled—like 
Malaysia—by outlying insurgen¬ 
cy. 

And yet generally, the post-Vi- 
etnam situation in Southeast As¬ 
ia Is viable, indeed encouraging.

(CSM) — It is 7 ajn. on a crisp 
sunny morning on the foredeck 
of tiie sparkling white Rhine ship 
Drachenfels, and the paddlew- 
heels are just starting to chum. 

Despite the shifting moods and 
currents of this legendary river, 
Rhine captains pride themselves 
on punctuality —- so, precisely on 
schedule the hawsers are cast off 
and the ship glides away from 
Cologne's picturesque Franken- 
werft riverfront 
As you glance back, the budd¬ 
ings around the dock vaguely 
remind you of spots where the 
Thames flows beside Chelsea — 
but the 18th-century look of the 
tall, pointed houses is deceptive. 
Cologne was 80 percent destroyed 
by AHiesf air rtdds,“fflid the prized 
riverfront has been entirely reco¬ 
nstructed since World War IL 
But the great cathedral of Colo¬ 
gne was spared by the bombs. 
From a breakfast table in one of 
the Drachenfel’s three-dining roo¬ 
ms, the fading view of Cologne 
is dominated by this Gothic colo¬ 
ssus, Cologne’s trademark since 
it was begun in 1248. 

Startlingly lofty — there is 
more window area than floor 
space — the Kolner Dom impre¬ 
sses even the most blase tourist, 
especially if he happens upon it 
at night, when it is bathed in the 
ethereal green glow of hundreds 
of mercury vapor lamps. 

As you move further along the 
Rhine, however, the great cathe¬ 
dral is lost to view, and shortly 
a gentle, elegantly subtle count¬ 
ryside, dotted with modest steep¬ 
les and burgher orderliness, 
emerges. 

A few miles ahead Bonn, a 
Rhine village become a world 
capital, slips by, a city that har¬ 
dly seems to have left the secure 
innocence of the 1880s. 

A chime sounds and a pleasant 
voice on the ship's PA announces 
the imminence of the Siebenge- 
birge, the seven hills of the tyiine . 1 
This twisting and bending river- 
scape is -the wild, dramatic Rhine 
(tf Siegfried and Richard Wagner, 
and ‘ of Caesar’s legions and the 
American Army at “the bridge at 
Remagen,” of sharp peaks -ador-

steep slopes terraced into viney- 
yards. It is a panorama of natural 
and manmade excitement which 
assaults the eye and imagination 
for 60 miles and about six hours. 

The lovely, innocent-looking 
castles were originally fortresses 
of robber barons — including 
once the good bishops of the city 
of Mainz — who preyed upon 
rich river traffic to extract “tolls”- 
of gold, goods, and even lives. 

From Marksburg the river twi¬ 
sts wickedly to the right ; flung 
into the far curve is the pleasant 
little town of Boppard. Boppard 
is handy for dinner and for a 
chairlift ride to Vierseenplatz, an 
overlook from which the twisting 
river seems really to be only four 
unconnected lakes scattered acr-

oss the landscape of the Tannus 
mo untains . 

A short distance south, the 
river swings sharply right again 
and bn the left bonk a sheer 
cliff plunges over 400 feet 
— and even deeper into 
legend and literature. Here, in 
song and story, the Lorelei lounge 
on the rocks and lure sailors to 
watery destruction on Die Schere, 
(literally, “the shears”), waiting 
to cut the bottom out of any ship 
which heeds the sirens’ call. 

After the important town of 
Bingen passes on the right, the 
Rhine again exchanges spectacle 
for subtlety. Subdued slopes 
covered with millions of grape 
vines glide by and, every now 
and then, one or two of the buil¬ 
dings on shore sems just a little 
more chateau-like and a little less 
Schloss-like. 

If you have callously chosen to 


“do” the hundred-mile heart of 
the Rhine in the 14 hours which 
it takes a “schnell schiff” to go 
from Cologne to Mainz, only the 
final glow of summer twilight will 
greet you at Wiesbaden, and some 
darkened government buildings 
(and a brightly lighted Hilton) 
accross the river at the quayside 
in Mainz. 

The trip can be done like this 
at the rate of something like a 
dollar an hour — surely one of 
the greatest travel bargains left. 
However, a couple, of days of 
town-hopping along the way at a 
cost of $15 or $20 a night lets 
all that atmosphere soak in. 

If you must sail the Rhine under 
only one sun you will miss much, 
but you will at least hear a part 
of what John Ruskin called 
“music for the eyes and melody 
for the soul" when he sailed 
these waters a century ago.

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Oldest political party in Thailand wins election 


BANGKOK, April 5 (AFP). — The 
overwhelming victory of the de¬ 
mocrat party In the general elec¬ 
tion was essentially a victory for 
the moderate right 

The oldest political party in 
Thailand topped the polls taking 
117 seats in the new 279-strong 
house of representatives, includ¬ 
ing all 28 seats available for Bang¬ 
kok. 

The clear triumph of the de¬ 
mocrats in this election is believ¬ 
ed to be due to their moderate 
policy and recent decision to turn 
right to the military rather than 
left to the socialists. 

Led by Jurist Seni Pramoj, 71- 
year-old elder brother of Premier 
Knkrlt, the democrat party com¬ 
prises a large number of lawyers 
and former civil servants. 

The party advocates a foreign 
policy of friendly relations with 
all countries regardless of differ¬ 
ences in political, social or econo¬ 
mic systems and an economic po¬ 
licy which gives priority to rural 
development. 

The democrats will need at least 
22 more seats to form a majori¬ 
ty government. 

They have indicated that they 
may join up with the Thai Natio¬ 
nal Party of Deputy Premier and 
Defence Minister Pramarn Adi- 
reksara and the Social Justice Par¬ 
ty of former Supreme Commander 
Chief of Staff Air Marshal Da- 
wee Chull asapaya. 

Both parties are identified with 
military and business circles. 

The Thai National Party, whose 
Secretary General Mai. Gen. Cha- 


tichai Choonhavan has held the 
foreign affairs portfolio during 
two consecutive governments, won 
55 seats In yesterday's election. 

The party took only 26 seats in 
the general election of January 
1975. ' 

The Social Justice Party, which 
took 45 seats after the democrats' 
winning of 72 in the last election, 
dropped on poll performance in 
the current election winning only 
27 seats. 

The Social Action Party, iden¬ 
tified mainly with business circles, 
significantly improved their poll 
performance taking 46 seats, com¬ 
pared to last year’s winning of 
only 18 seats. 

Its leader Premier Kukrit, who 
failed to be re-elected, has decla¬ 
red that he will resign from lead¬ 
ership of the party. 

While results of the election 
were in favour of parties conside¬ 
red more or less conservative, par¬ 
ties considered “left-leaning” suf¬ 
fered a severe blow. 

The New Force Party, which 
won 12 seats in the last election, 
took only three seats, the Social¬ 
ist Party of Thailand fell from its 
former representation of 15 seats 
to two, the United Socialist Front, 
which enjoyed 10 seats in the last 
house, won only one seat in the 
new house. 

However, the leaders of all 
three parties — Dr. Krasae Cha- 
na-wong of the New Force, Col. 
Smkid Srisangkhom of the Socia¬ 
list Party and Klaew Norapati of 
the United Socialist Front — we¬ 
re reelected.

Mr. Botha said in a statement 
issued here that “a limited force” 
of Cuban and Angolan governme¬ 
nt troops had moved into the po¬ 
sitions. 

He added that “preliminary di¬ 
plomatic contact" had been made 
between South Africa and the go¬ 
verning Popular Government for 
the Liberation of Angola (MPLA), 
and that more discussions were 
expected. 

There was no explanation whe¬ 
ther in? contact was at a gove- 
rnment-to-govemment level, or 
between officials across the bor¬ 
der between Angola and South 
West Africa (Namibia). 

Official South African sources 
said earlier that an advance pa¬ 
rty of Cuban and Angolan troops 
had reached Calueque and Rua- 
cana, site of the Cunene River 
hydro-electric project which South 
African forces had been guarding. 

12 injured in 
Portuguese clashes 

LISBON, Apr. 5 (AFP) — A do¬ 
zen persons were injured as poli¬ 
ce and cavalrymen intervened 
yesterday to put an end to clash¬ 
es between opponents and supp¬ 
orters of the agrarian reform near 
the town of Portalegra it was re¬ 
ported here today. 

The reports said about 1,000 
farm workers gathered in the area 
to prevent a meeting organised 
by the Portuguese Conferation 
of Farmers, which is campaigning 
against the creation of collective 
farms in the Alentejo and Ribatejo 
areas. 

The confederation recently sec¬ 
ured government assurances that 
land “illegally” occupied by or 
distributed to “collective producti¬ 
on units” will be returned to the 
owners.

Yugoslav P.M.

(R) — Yu¬ 
goslav Prime Minister Dzemal Bi- 
jedic returned here today after 
a three-day official visit to Libya. 

During the visit, several conc¬ 
rete agreements were reached, in 
the economic, scientific, technic¬ 
al, “military-economic” and info¬ 
rmation fields, Mr. Bijedic said 
at Belgrade airport. 

He gave no details of the agre¬ 
ements. 

In the talks with Libyan Prime 
Minister Abdel Sal am Jailoud sp¬ 
ecial attention was paid to pre¬ 
parations for the non-aligned su¬ 
mmit this August in Colombo, 
Sri Lanka, and to bilateral coop¬ 
eration, he said. 

Mr. Bijedic also conferred with 
Libyan Leader, Colonel Muammar 
Gaddafi. 


The communique, signed by In¬ 
formation Minister Hu Nim, said 
Prince Sihanouk made his wish 
known on April 2, two weeks 
short of the first anniversary of 
the Khmer Rouge victory after fi¬ 
ve years of civil war. 

Speaking in Khmer and in French, 
Prince Sihanouk told the People’s 
Assembly “on March 18, 1970, af¬ 
ter the coup d’etat by (since depo¬ 
sed president) Lon Nol and his 
gang, I pledged to my self and 
the people of Kampuchea (Cam¬ 
bodia) that once I had succeeded 
in leading them to total victory 
over imperialism and traitors and 
thus to the threshold of a new re¬ 
volutionary era, I would retire 
completely and definitively from 
the political scene. 

Prince Sihanouk went on : "To¬ 
day, that dream has been comple¬ 
tely achiever. 

“Kampuchea has recovered its 
independence, its sovereignty, ter¬ 
ritorial integrity, neutrality and 
non-alignment, never again to lose 
them. 

“It has acquired a regime capa¬ 
ble of giving the people and the 
nation sovereignty, social justice 
and their own national life, free 
from corruption and social ills. 

Prince Sihanouk’s speech was 
made at the first session of the 
People’s Assembly since elections 
were held on March 20. 

The broadcast included the first 
words of French heard on Radio 
Phnom Penh since the city fell to 
the Khmer Rouge last April 17. 


Immediately after the liberation 
of Cambodia, Prince Sihanouk 
went, on, “the people and revolu¬ 
tionary army absolutely renewed 
my mandate as revolutionary head 
of state and paid homage to me as 
a patriot and resistance fighter. 

“They invited me to make an 
official return to Combodia (from 
Peking, where he spent almost fi¬ 
ve years after the 1970 coup) and 
to live there.” 

Prince Sihanouk thanked the 
people and the revolutionary army 
for “completely rehabilitating me 
in the eyes of the world and of 
history." 

He assured them “1 shall always 
and everywhere remain, in what¬ 
ever circumstances, a fervent part¬ 
ner of the people of Kampuchea, 
their revolution. People's Assem¬ 
bly, government. Presidium of the 
State, of the revolutionary army 
and of democratic Kampuchea.” 

Prince Sihanouk’s speech was 
followed by the official communi¬ 
que, which said the cabinet yester¬ 
day decided to reward him by er¬ 
ecting a statue to him and gran¬ 
ting him a quarterly allowance of 
2,000 dollars. 

The communique said he could 
travel abroad if he wished, but bad 
radio reception prevented listeners 
here from ascertaining whether or 
not he was still in Phnom Penh. 

The only way out of Cambodia 
at present is by twice-monthly 
Chinese air services to Peking.

Greek leftists take credit 
for American express bomb 


ATHENS, Apr 5 (R), — A clan¬ 
destine organisation today claimed 
responsibilty for the explosion of 
a time bomb inside a branch of 
the American Express Bank last 
Friday. 

The organisation, calling itself 
the Greek Popular Resistance 
(ELA), sent a typewritten state¬ 
ment to newspapers assuming re¬ 
sponsibilty for the bomb which 
caused no casualties or damage.

ing out of the window, particular¬ 
ly books, files and documents, to 
cheers from the crowd. 

Foreigners and particularly jo¬ 
urnalists were surrounded by the 
crowd, and the Agence France 
Presse correspondent was forced 
to destroy the film in his camera, 
on the grounds that the matter 
was one “for the Chinese only.” 

The incidents followed a troub¬ 
led week in the Chinese capital. 

Considered all his life as a mo¬ 
derating and conciliating element 
in Chinese political life, Chou En- 
Lai was today, on posters brandi¬ 
shed by the demonstrators, put on 
the same level as Chairman Mao 
Tse-Tung, as hero of the Chinese 
people. 

Mr. Wu, whose official title is 
Chairman of the Peking Municipal 
Revolutionary Committee and who 
is also First Secretary of the Pa¬ 
rty for the capital, hit out at “so¬ 
me bad elements who have tried 
to turn this Ching Ming festival 
into a political event.” 

He went on : “today they did 
rough things on Tien An Men sq- 
are and got involved with count¬ 
er-revolutionary subversive activi¬ 
ties. They acted against Chairman 
Mao and against the Central Com¬ 
mittee headed by Chairman Mao,” 
Mr. Wu charged. 

Mr. Wu, one of the most prom¬ 
inent men in the Chinese hierar¬ 
chy, emphasised that those elem¬ 


ents “wanted to distort the cri¬ 
ticism of the right deviationist wi¬ 
nd inspired by the capitalist loader 
in the party" (senior Vice-Premi¬ 
er Teng Hsiao-Ping). 

The Peking mayor added : “the 
revolutionary masses should be 
vigilant and should not allow th¬ 
emselves to be provoked.” 

In recent weeks, Mr. Teng was 
accused of having brought about 
a split in the party Central Com¬ 
mittee. A week ago he was accu¬ 
sed personally — although not by 
name — by Chairman Mao, and 
on Saturday he was practically 
accused of having plotted against 
the party.

The opposition Eleft Herotipia 
said that the opposition parties 
were demanding Greece’s comple¬ 
te withdrawal from NATO. Gree¬ 
ce withdrew from the military st¬ 
ructure of the alliance in August 
1974. 

Another paper published state¬ 
ments by opposition leaders, inc¬ 
luding Mr. George Mavros, leader 
of the main opposition party, the 
union of the Democratic Centre, 
demanding the revision of Gree¬ 
ce's foreign policy, including the 
country’s position in NATO. 

The opposition paper Ta Nea 
claimed that in case of a military 
confrontation between Greece and 
Turkey the United States will be 
directly involved because its ba¬ 
ses in Turkey will be placed un¬ 
der the control of the Turkish ar¬ 
my. 

The newspaper said the Greek 
government has already drawn the 
attention of the United States to 
this eventually. 

According to the agreement, 
published here last Saturday, the 
US bases in Turkey will be under 
Turkish command and Turkey 
will have full control of them.
